Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  tlie  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1919. 

Health  Report. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
this  has  been  re-arranged  into  7 sections  and  the  necessary 
statistical  information  tabulated. 

Section  5 deals  with  the  administration  carried  out  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee, 

As  all  the  supervision  of  the  work  in  the  Sanitary  Department 
devolved  upon  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  he  has  again 
prepared  that  portion  of  the  report. 

The  health  record  for  1919  is  good;  a decreased  death  rate 
10’9,  increased  birth  rate  16*2  ; increased  Marriage  rate  17‘31,  and 
the  lowest  infantile  mortality  rate  54  on  record,  coupled  with  a low 
incidence  of  infectious  disease  constitute  the  main  features. 

4'he  results  are  all  the  more  gratifying  in  view  of  the 
prevalence  of  Intluenza  in  the  1st  (|uarter  of  the  year. 

4'hat  the  high  watei-  mark  in  preventive  measures  has  not  yet 
been  reached  is  shown  by  the  many  subjects  upon  which  you  have 
asked  me  to  prepare  Special  Retaorts  since  my  demobilization  early 
in  January. 

As  this  is  the  last  Annual  Report  I shall  have  the  opportunity 
of  presenting  for  your  consideration  and  as  you  have  based  much 
new  constructive  ])olicy  on  thesf*  Special  Reports  I have  included 
the  follcuving  in  the  a])propri;it(*  sections  : — 

(a)  Report  on  Conversion  of  Pail  and  Midden  Closets  to 
Water  Carriage  System. 

(5)  Report  on  Cinema  Theatres. 

(c)  Report  on  Public;  Abattoir. 


(d)  Report  on  Extension  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 

Welfare  Work. 

(e)  Report  on  Maternity  Home. 

(/)  Report  on  Housing  Scheme. 

(g)  Report  on  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  1919. 

Arising  out  of  the  Report  submitted  for  your  information  on 
the  proceedings  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  Conference  held  at 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne  in  July,  and  the  recommendations  one  made 
thereon,  steps  have  already  been  taken  to  give  effect  to  the  same. 
One  of  the  most  important  measures  suggested  was  the  provision 
under  your  State-aided  Housing  Scheme  of  a certain  number  of 
houses  so  designed  as  to  be  specially  suitable  for  occupation  by 
tubercular  families.  One  advised  the  adoption  of  the  type  of  house 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  for  use  in  Colonies. 

The  necessity  for  the  early  preparation  of  the  scheme  for 
which  land  has  been  purchased,  to  provide  for  the  bacterial  treat- 
ment of  the  sewage  from  the  Northern  Outfall  sewer  is  emphasized 
in  Section  II  under  Rivers  and  Streams. 

School  Medical  Service. 

The  extension  of  the  scope  of  the  Dental  Clinic  and  the 
sanitary  survey  of  the  School  Buildings  are  the  outstanding 
features  of  the  work  in  1919. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  scheme  for  the  extension  of 
the  School  Medical  Service  under  the  Education  Act  1918,  was 
prepared  and  has  been  included  in  this  Report. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman,  one  desires  to  thank  you  and  all 
the  Members  of  the  Committee  for  the  continued  support  and  help 
given  to  your  Staff  in  the  Public  Health  Administration  of  the 
Borough. 

My  personal  thanks  are  tendered  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Staff  for  their  assistance,  as  the  work  recorded  was  only  made 
possible  by  the  unstinted  and  loyal  help  and  co-operation  of  each 
one  in  the  Department  and  of  my  other  colleagues  in  your  Service.

Coroner’s  Inquests. 

Inquests  were  held  by  the  Coroner  as  to  the  cause  of  death  in 
27  cases,  dhesema}^  be  classified  as  due  to  Natural  Causes  in 
17  cases,  Accident  or  Negligence  (such  as  falls,  burns,  improper 
feeding,  etc.)  in  6 cases,  and  Suicide  in  4 cases.  The  proportion 
of  inquests  per  1,000  deaths  was  53-1  as  compared  with  51 ’7 
in  1918.

Closets  to  Water  Carriage  System. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Water  Carriage  Sub-Committee. 

This  Sul)-Cunimittee  was  ap|)ointed  to  consider  a reference 
from  the  Health  Ch)minittee  arising  out  of  correspondence  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Ministry  have  asked  the  Town  Council  to  consider  the 
question  of  proceeding  with  the  work  of  converting  the  remaining 
privies  and  pail  closets  in  the  district  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  Minister  of  Health  “ desires  to  remind  the  Town  Council 
that  the  conditions  commonly  associated  with  closets  of  this  type 
in  url)an  communities,  however  carefully  they  are  emptied  and 
cleansed  are  invariably  a menace  to  tlie  public  health  of  a district, 
and  the  Ministry  would  tlierefore  urge  the  Council  to  prohilat  in 
future,  the  erection  of  this  type  of  closet  in  new  buildings,  wherever 
sewers  and  water  sup|)ly  are  available,  and  also  to  consider  the 
question  of  formulating  a scheme  for  the  systematic  conversion  of 
the  existing  pail  closets  to  fresh  water  closets.  In  tins  connection 
1 am  to  draw  attention  to  the  ])owers  with  which  the  Town  Council 
might  be  invested  if  Sections  39-42  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1907,  were  declared  in  force  in  the  Borougli.” 

Introductory  Section. 

Since  the  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  some  months  ago  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  stall  have  been  engaged  in  compiling 
information  with  regard  to  the  sanitary  conveniences  in  the  Borough 
and  the  work  which  will  1)0  involved  in  a scheme  prepared  to 
exercise  the  powers  available  under  Sections  89-42  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907. 
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Mr.  Stazicker  lias  furnishad  me  with  the  following  facts 
beai’ing  on  the  i^uestion  : — ■

llaviiii  ‘fully  (‘.onsidei'i'd  all  the  prohleiiiH  which  arise  in 
coiiiiectiou  with  this  (juestion,  I heg  to  submit  the  following 
'^cluaiK'  : — 

1-  -The  statutory  powers  required  to  enable  the  work  to  be 

done. 

'To  eariy  out  the  conversion  ,f  all  ])ail  closets  and  privy 
middens  and  to  pi’ohihit  tlu'  constructiou  of  these  con- 
(Mii'.'nees  foi'  the  futui'e,  it  will  he  necessary  for  the 
(’ouiieil  to  adopt  S('ctions  oh,  40,  41  and  42  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Ameudnu'ut  Act,  1007.

Suh-scction  2 gives  power  to  requii'e  the  wat(‘r  carriage  system 
of  closet  accommodation  to  he  provided  in  all  new 
buildings. 


^uh-s(‘ction  2>  (mahles  an  Authoi-ity  to  insist  on  water  closets 
being  ])rovided  where  the  existing  sanitary  convtniences 
arc  not  sufiicient  in  nurnhei-. 


Sub-section  4 reads  : — 

“ 44h'  Local  Authoi-ity,  where  thei’e  are  a sufiicient  water 
suj)ply  and  sewei’,  may  l.y  written  notice  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  a building  require  any  existing  closet  accom- 
modation (other  than  a water  closet  oi’  a sloj)  closet) 
pi-ovidcd  at  or  in  coiirKiction  with  the  building  to  he 
ahertal,  so  as  to  he  converted  into  a water  closet  oi‘  slop 
clOH(‘t. 

‘ If  the  own(‘r  or  owners  of  the  building  fail  to  comply  with 
any  re(]uir(‘m('nt  of  the  Local  .\nthority  under  this  sub- 
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section,  the  Tjocal  Authority  may,  at  the  expiration  of  a 
time  winch  shall  be  specihed  in  the  notice  and  shall  not 
be  less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  service  of  the  notice, 
do  the  work  required  by  the  notice. 

“ Whei’e  in  ])ursuanc(‘  of  this  sub-section  any  work  of 
altce-ation  is  done  by  tlie  Local  Authority  in  default  of  the 
owner  or  owners  in  respect  of  a pail  closet,  the  expenses  of 
the  work  shall  b(‘  borne  by  the  Local  Authority  and  where 
in  pursuance  of  this  sub-section  any  work  of  alteration  is 
done  by  the  Local  Authority  in  default  of  the  owners  in 
res|)ect  of  any  existing  closet  accommodation  other  than  a 
pail  closet,  one  half  of  the  expenses  of  the  work  shall  be 
l)()iai('  by  the  Local  Autliority,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
said  expenses  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  or  owners  and 
shall  be  recoverable  summarily  as  a civil  debt.” 

Sub-section  5 lays  down  that  no  action  is  to  be  taken  with 
reference  to  a slop  closet,  unless  and  until  the  Local 
Government  Board  declare  the  circumstances  of  a district 
to  be;  such  as  to  render  it  necessary. 

Sub-S(T.tions  1 and  2 of  Section  40  are : — 

( 1 ) \\"her('  under  Section  89  of  this  Act  the  Local  Authority 

do  any  Avork  for  the  common  benefit  of  tAvo  or 
more  buildings  belonging  to  different  owners,  the 
expenses  which  under  tliat  section  are  recoveraljle 
by  tbe  Local  Authority  from  the  OAvners  shall  be 
paid  by  the  OAvners  of  those  huildings  in  such 
])i*op{)rtions  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  surveyor, 
or  in  case  of  dispute  by  a petty  sessional  court. 

(2)  Any  moneys  expended  by  the  Lo(‘al  Authority  for  the 
purposes  of  Section  39  of  this  Act  shall,  so  far  as 
they  are  not  recoverable  from  the  OAViier  or  owners, 
be  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  Local  Authoiaty  in 
the  execution  of  the  Public  Ih  altli  Act,  1875. 


2.  Work  involved  in  such  a Conversion  Scheme. 


In  each  premises  where  a pail  closet  or  privy  midden  is 

in  use,  the  conversion  will  entail  the  provision  of : 

(1)  Water  closet  i)e(lestaL 

(2j  Necessary  fixing  and  connections  to  tlie  adjacent  sewer. 

(3)  Water  Sup})ly,  flashing  cistern  and  fixing  same. 

(4)  Alterations  to  closet  building  and  ashpit. 

These  should  he  such  that  dustbins  can  he  sub- 
stituted for  ashpits. 

In  towns  where  dustbins  replace  ashpits  it  is  found 
that  the  cost  oi  collecting  house  refuse  is  out'  fifth  of 
that  required  to  scavenge  ash])its. 

Drainage  and  Back  Passages. 

From  table  4 attached,  it  is  seen  that  of  314  passages  involved 
there  are  b‘2,  10  ft.  passages  and  100,  3 ft.  b in.  passages 
where  it  is  known  that  the  drains  concerned  must  be 
uncovered  and  examined  before  being  converted  into 
])ublic  sewers,  and  that  of  the  remainder  each  individual 
passage  wdll  be  in  need  of  drain  inspection.  The  question 
is  further  complicated  by  the  existence  of  a number  of 
joint  drains  continued  from  one  yard  to  another  and  only 
reaching  the  back  passage  at  a point  a considerable 
distance  away  from  the  top  house  served  by  the  drain. 
Houses  on  such  drains  have  in  many  instances  passed 
int(')  the  hands  of  several  owners  since  the  agreement 
l>etween  the  Corporation  and  the  original  owner  was 
drawn  U]).  In  all  such  instances  if  an  adjacent  sewer  is 
available,  then  tbe  drains  connecting  the  new  water 
closets  to  the  sewers  will  form  })art  of  and  be  })aid  for 
under  th('  tiruince  of  tbe  conversion  sclaune. 

W’lu're  on  the  other  hand  no  such  sewer  is  available  the  })ro- 
vision  of  same  must  bt*  made  under  Section  150  of  the 
Tublic  H(‘alth  Act,  isyf). 
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I'he  best  method  of  dealing  with  all  these  joint  drain  questions 
under  the  conversion  scheme  will  be  the  provision  of  a 
sewer  in  the  hack  passages. 

'Fhe  phrase  ‘‘adjacent  sewer”  is  used  in  the  sense  defined  in 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  ejj.  a sewer  within  100  feet. 

In  only  a few  instances  out  of  the  2895  conve.dences  concerned 
is  a sewer  so  far  away  that  conversion  will  be  diflicult  or 
impossible  owing  to  gradients. 

Water  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  increased  quantity  of  water  required,  the  water  charges 
and  the  additional  quantity  of  sewage  for  disposal  will  all 
call  for  careful  adjustment  and  joint  action  by  the  severaj 
committees  concerned. 

In  making  application  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  an  ordjr 
10  put  Sections  and  42  of  the  Act  into  force,  information 
on  these  questions  must  accompany  the  same. 

3.  The  Expenditure. 

a.  The  cost  of  the  work  described  in  para.  2a,  where  it 
relates  to  pail  closets  will  all  fail  on  the  Local  Authority, 
unless  owners  of  property  can  be  induced  to  effect  the 
improvement  on  being  given  half  of  the  expenditure. 

AVhere  the  work  appertains  to  midden  privies  half  the 
cost  must  be  borne  by  the  owners. 

ATiere  a sewer  is  within  100  feet  of  the  premises  to  be 
converted,  the  cost  of  the  connection  will  form  part  of 
the  conversion  expenditure. 

Where  a length  of  sewer  has  to  be  provided  under  Section 
150  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  in  order  to  enable 
the  statutory  notices  re  conversion  to  be  served,  then 
the  outlay  on  same  must  be  defrayed  by  the  owners 
with  property  abutting  on  the  back  passage  or  street 
concerned. 

From  an  adjacent  County  Borough  it  has  been  learned 
that  the  total  estimated  cost  of  the  conversion  there  is 
£15  per  convenience  (pail  or  midden  privy). 
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/;.  Present  Expenditure  in  the  Nightsoil  Department.

The  Annual  ('haryes  arisina,'  out  of  the  conversion  sclienu' 
wlien  coin])let(‘d,  woidd  he  less  the  above  amount. 


SECTION  IT. 

Advantages  of  Adopting  the  Powers  Available. 

1.  The  water  carria^’e  system  of  sewage  dis])osal  is  the 

cleanest,  best  and  most  hyaienic  one  obtainable.  The 
pi-ompt  reanoval  from  dwellings  of  organic  pollution  is 
one  of  the  wisest  preventive  measures. 

4die  fact  tliat  some  people  misuse  and  abuse  tlie  advantages 
givi'U  by  water  carriage  can  only  he  overconu^  ^hv  wider 
knowledge^  and  education  and  should  not  1)0  allowed  to 
w(*igh  unduly  in  deciding  the  principh'  involved. 

It  must  ])e  rememheri'd  that  although  the  l.ocal  Authority 
have  had  the  water  cari'iage  system  of  disposal  in  all 
their  schools  (with  '2  (*\ceptions)  for  many  yi'ars,  the 
educational  advantages  to  the  childrcm  of  this  system 
has  been  counteracted  in  thosi'  homes  where  the  older 
(;onseiwaney  convenienci;  has  been  in  use.  Until  the 
home  and  the  school  are  both  ])rovided  witli  tlie  Ix'st 
systiMu  full  advantage  is  not  taken  of  th(‘  principle 
adopted. 

2.  d'he  abolition  of  the  ])ail  closets  and  the  middens  through- 

out the  borough  will  naturally  result  in  the  BUS|)ension 
of  the  carting  of  niglitsoil  through  the  streets  and  the 
disadvantages  attached  to  (anptying  of  the  ])ails  into 
th(‘  carts  adjoining  dwiOlings.  Th(‘  f(‘vv  instances  in 
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wliicli  the  conversion  will  not  be  possible  on  the  out- 
skirts of  "the  Borough — approximately  some  12  in 
number — will  require  to  l)e  separately  considered. 

3.  In  the  conversion  of  conservancy  conveniences  to  water 

carriage  owners  should  be  encouraged  to  also  abolish 
the  old  ashpits  and  substitute  for  same  covered  dust- 
bins for,  as  has  been  pointed  out  above,  the  scavenging 
of  dustbins  is  a much  more  economical  problem  than 
that  involved  in  scavenging  ashpits.  Further,  covered 
dustbins  are  much  more  hygienic  and  better  protection 
against  fly  nuisance  in  hot  weather  than  ashpits. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  added  powers  as  to  conversion  oldained 

under  the  1907  Act,  tlie  acquiring  of  power  to  also 
prevent  conservancy  conveniences  being  erected  in  the 
future  will  be  a great  boon  to  the  town. 


SECTION  III. 

Recommendations. 

1 advise  the  committee  : — 

1.  That  they'  should  adopt  the  sections  of  the  Act  of  1907 

which  will  enable  them  to  carrv  out  the  above  conver- 
sion  scheme. 

2.  Tliat  as  the  work  of  conversion  involves  considerations 

affecting  the  Health,  INIarket  & Water  and  Works 
Committees  as  well  as  the  General  Purposes  Ohrnmittee, 
a Joint  Sul)-Comniittee  be  appointed  to  consider  the 
details  of  the  work  when  the  jalnciple  has  been 
adopted. 

o.  1 hat  the  conversion  of  the  midden  privies  be  undertaken 
first  and  when  these  are  completed,  then  the  pail  closets 
be  scheduled  in  ai’eas  for  systematic  action. 
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2— Special  Report  on  Cinematograph  Theatres.

As  tlu'  (V)iincil  will  he  eonsideriiig  at  their  next  ineeding  tla* 
renewal  of  Cinema  hieences  in  the  town,  1 l)eg  to  advise  the  H(‘alth 
C'oinmittee  that  these  i-enewals  should  (airrv  eeidain  defined  con- 
ditions. 

1.  4'hat  the  ('ouncil  resiwve  to  tluansfdvi's  the  ]tow(M  to 
exclude  school  childiaui  from  Oiiumia  performanc<'S  for 
such  periods  as  youi’  Medical  Ollieer  of  Ilindtli  may  find 
it  necessary  to  advisi'  that  this  stiould  he  done. 

4'h('  prevalence  of  iNIeash'S,  A\lioo])ing  Cough  or  Influenza, 
are  the  three  diseases  to  wliich  at  ))r(‘S(mt  I considia' 
this  restriction  should  apply. 

With  reference  to  th('  Palace  Cinema,  Edleston  Hoad,  I 
have  had  occasion  to  complain  to  tin*  Management  i‘e- 
cently  that  tlu'  ventilation  of  the  premisi's  was  not 
satisfactory  and  furtla'i-,  that  the  lavatory  accommod- 
ation for  th('  use  of  men  was  not  in  an  hygiimic  con- 
dition. 

Dui’ing  the  past  yeai‘  |)lans  have  l)een  suhmith'd  to  the 
( 'ouncil  hy  the  Proprietor  of  tin*  Palai'c  to  ini])rove  the 
lavatory  accommodation. 

I advis(‘  th('  conimitti'e  that  the  reiu'wal  of  the  Halaiu^ 
licence  should  also  hear  an  (mdorsement  that  the 
alterations  nec(‘ssary  to  impi'ove  the  lavatoi'v  accom- 
modation should  h(>  carried  out  and  ste])s  taken  to 
improv(‘  the  ventilation  of  th(‘  huilding. 

May  1 point  out  to  the  committ('e  that  the  Huilding 
Hye-Paws.  framed  Ixdnre  Cinema  Theatres  came  into 
existence,  do  not  give  you  sufiieient  power  in  dedining 
\vhat  th(‘  ventilation  of  tlii'-e  premises  should  he  at  the 
time  of  th(‘ir  eonsti'u<*tion  ; (“onse< pientlv  until  ^<11011 
tiiiH'sas  special  Hye-Laws  to  deal  with  CiiHMuatograph 
'Theatres  are  foi'iiiulated,  the  only  nanedy  you  have 
is  to  attach  conditions  to  the  licenct's.

The  points  which  require  attention  in  the  Palace  Cinema 
to  improve  the  ventilation  are  : — 

(1 ) That  electric  fans  should  be  placed  in  the  roof  and 
not  over  radiators  as  at  present. 

{'2)  That  fresh  air  inlets  slionld  be  provided  in  the 
outside  walls  immediately  behind  the  radiators 
and  the  radiators  so  enclosed  as  to  deliver  the 
the  fresh  wai  med  air  at  6 feet,  above  the  floor  level. 
Idle  air  inlets  over  the  dooi-s  on  the  north  side  of 
the  building  to  have  V shaped  pieces  added  thereto 
to  convert  them  into  pro|)er  hopper  ventilators 
and  two  hopper  ventilators  should  be  provided 
on  the  south  outside  wall. 

I have  informed  the  manager  that  the  ventilation  should 
be  improved  in  this  way  and  he  is  quite  prepared  to 
have  the  matter  attendi'd  to  if  the  owner  of  the  premises 
concurs. 

3.  With  regard  to  the  ari'angements  for  inspection,  raised  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  in  his  letter  dated  3rd  November, 
1914,  Secdion  4,  steps  to  secure  (u)  adequate  ventilation, 
(6)  cleanliness  (c)  avoidance  of  overcrowding,  are 
specially  einjiliasized  and  local  arrangements  should 
exist  for  this  to  be  carried  out.  All  thi  ee  naturally  form 
part  of  the  duties  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  while 
overcrowding  is  a (piestion  in  which  the  Police  might 
be  asked  to  co-oi)erate  aiifl  definitely  appointed  a.s 
additional  Inspectors  f(’>r  that  pur]>ose  and  paid  by  this 
authority.

The  (luestion  of  a Public  Abattoir  was  before  the  local 
authority  during  the  year  and  the  following  Special  Report 
submitted. 

Special  Report  on  Public  Abattoirs. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  you  gave  me  at  the  last 
meeting,  1 beg  to  submit  the  following  re])()rt  : — 

1.  Introductory  Observations. 

Ih’om  the  discussion  on  the  question  at  tlu;  previous  meeting, 
I gathered  that  the  committee  agree  with  the  princi})le 
of  a Municii)ai  xlbattoir  from  a ])ublic  health  standpoint 
hut  wish  to  know  the  administrative  ditlicultics  which 
have  to  be  overcome  by  all  Local  Authorities  before  they 
use  or  erect  such  })remises  to  the  best  advantage.  Since 
one  'of  my  [)redecessors  prepared  a long  report  on  the 
subject,  the  Model  Abattoir  Society  was  formed  in  London 
and  in  P)18  they  issued  a very  valuable  report.  In  1912 
when  this  Society  collected  information,  there  were  160 
public  slaughter-houses  in  the  country  under  the  control 
of  Local  Authorities  and  detailed  information  with  regaid 
to  86  of  these  was  sup2)lied.  A study  of  this  Socidyls 
Report  has  only  confirmed  my  own  previous  opinion,  e.y,^ 
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that  to  the  full  ])uhlic  health  advantage  fi’om  a puhlic 
abattoir  all  private  slaught(*r-houses  in  tin*  same  area, 
must  1)(!  al)oliehed.  In  IhOh  a Hill  foi’  this  ])urj)ose  was 
Ix'fore  Parliament  hut  it  did  not  become  law. 


2.  The  Present  Legal  Position. 

^^ection  Kit)  of  the  Puhlic  Health  Act  1S75,  giv('s  })ower  to 
.\uthoriti(‘S  to  provide  i)uhlic  slaughter-houses  if  th(‘y  so 
(U'sire.  I’lie  same  S(‘Ctioip  also  Sections  125-181  of  the 
Towns’  Imju’ovement  Cdauses  Act,  hS47,  and  the  Puhlic, 
Health  Acts,  Amendment  xVet,  LStjO,  Sections  2h-81,  place 
u])on  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  the  dutic  s of  ( a ) rc'gistra- 
tiou  of  slaughter-liousc's  in  use  before  1S75  (/>)  licensing 
those  in  use  between  1875  and  1890  and  (c)  granting  a 
yeaidy  licensi'  to  any  opened  aftei'  the  latter  year. 


There  is  no  general  statutory  power  at  present  under  which  a 
Local  Authority  can  compensate*  existing  occupi(‘rs  of 
slaughter-houses  and  close  the  same,  when  a Puhlic 
Abattoir  is  provided. 


3.— Position  in  the  Borough. 

There  an*  12  private  slaughter-houses  iu  tie*  town,  0 of 
which  are  registered  and  wei-e  in  existence  prior  to  1875, 
1 others  are  licensed  and  2 are  licens(‘d  annually. 


In  the  Autumn  of  1918,  the  Ministio  of  Food  used  the  Abattoir 
in  Messrs.  Lloyd’s  Cattle  IMarket,  Cresty  Road,  as  a 
Covernment  slaught(*r-hous(.‘  foi'  grade  4 catth*.  Prior  to 
this,  when  the  .Ministry  took  over  the  control  of  the  whole 
iu(*at  supply  of  the  country  (honu*  and  imported) 
slaughtering  of  cattle  ceas(*d  in  ])rivate  slaughter-houses 
and  was  carried  out  at  the  (.'o-opi‘i’ative  Society’s  slaughtei’- 
house  foi'  the  Crew('  area.  Now  all  the  slaught(*ring  of 
cattle  is  done  there,  as  tin*  CoverimK'iit  premises  lun'e 
ht*cn  clos2d  again.  Pigs  and  some  sheep  are  still  killed 
in  ])rivatc  slaughtei-houses.  At  pr(*s(*nt  about  lOOcattk*, 
lot)  slit-ep  and  a number  of  j)igs  are  killed  (‘ach  week  at 
the  C(j-operative  Society’s  slaughter-house  and  this 
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(juanlity  of  dead  meat  sup|)lies  not  only  the  Borough  but 
also  parts  of  the  surrounding  count3^ 

The  number  of  animals  dealt  with  is  greater  than  the  plan  of 
the  premises  was  designed  to  accommodate. 

4.  Action  necessary  before  a Municipal  Abattoir  can  be  used 

to  the  maximum  advantage. 

As  stated  in  ])aragrapli  1,  it  is  only  when  all  local  ]>rivate 
slaughter-houses  are  abolished  that  a Local  Authority 
derives  the  full  benefit  from  a public  Al)attoir.  To 
make  this  possible  in  the  town,  a local  Act  of  Parliaimmt 
is  necessary,  as  in  order  to  compulsorily  close  private 
slaughter-houses  a Local  Authority  should  compensate 
the  occupier. 

5.  Recommendations. 

a.  That  the  ])olicy  of  the  Town  Council  should  l)e  to  event- 
ually provide  a public  Abattoir. 

h.  Tliat  when  the  Town  Council  decide  to  proceed  with  a 
public  Abattoir,  a local  Act  of  Parliament  be  obtained 
under  which  the  12  existing  private  premises  can  be 
closed. 

If  Parliamentary  power  is  required  to  extend  the  Borough, 
the  question  might  be  dealt  Avith  then  if  your  legal 
advisers  deem  it  possible. 

c.  That  if  the  Council  wish  to  provide  a public  slaughter- 

house Avithout  the  special  additional  powers  recommend- 
ed, tiie  Council  should  first  ascertain  from  the  present 
occupiers  of  the  private  slaughter-houses  if  they  are 
l)re})ared  to  close  them  voluntarily. 

d.  That  if  the  Ministiy  of  Food  continue  to  control  the 

killing  of  cattle,  the  ade(iuacy  of  the  accommodation 
in  the  present  slaughter-house  aauII  demand  attention 
as  the  premises  were  not  constructed  to  deal  Avith  the 
number  of  carcases  which  now  pass  through  them  in  a 
few  days. 
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c.  'riiat  in  deciding  when  to  ])roceed  with  the  ])r()viM{)n  of 
an  Abattoir,  tlie  other  sanitary  ({uestions  that  eall  foi’ 
pressing-  consideration  should  be  taken  into  account.

Regulations,  1919,  were  ‘put  into  force  immediately  and  children 
excluded  from  Cinema  Theatres  from  February  12th  to  March  3rd-

In  response  to  the  re(iuest  of  the  County  (Council  for  increased 
accommodation  for  tuhertmlar  patients  in  need  of  treatment  in  a 
Pulmonary  Hospital,  the  Town  Council  have  submitted  a scdieme 
for  a Ih-bed  Open  Air  Pavilion  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  This 
sclieme  was  tirst  prepared  in  19P1-1914  and  adopted  by  the  Council, 
but  the  outbreak  of  war  compelled  its  postponement. 

In  view  of  altered  circumstances  improvements  have  been 
etfected  in  both  the  design  of  the  building  and  the  planning  of 
the  gi'ounds.  In  addition  to  the  new  Pavilion  for  ])atients,  the 
scheme  includes  alterations  to  the  existing  Administrative  Block 
to  provide  accommodation  for  the  increased  staff. 

Satisfactory  terms  have  been  arranged  betw(‘en  the  Cor])oration 
and  the  County  (youncil,  and  ihe  latter  have  submitted  the  Scheme 
to  th(“  Minister  of  H(*alth  for  his  ap]woval,  as  an  integral  part  of 
th(‘  Tuberculosis  crusade  in  Cdieshire.

From  one’s  experience  of  Small-pox  outbreaks  between  lOCO- 
lb04,  the  definite  opinion  was  formed  that  recent  vaccination  or 
re-vaccination  was  th('  only  complete  safeguard  against  this 
dangerous  disease. 

I'he  adult  population  is  probably  better  protected  to-day  than 
it  has  been  for  a considerable  number  of  years,  as  a result  of 
re-vaccination  while  on  Active  Services  since  1914,  4 he  child 

populaiion  on  the  othe’’  hand  is  lameutably  unprotected  and  the 
public  should  realize  that  Small-pox  amongst  unvaccinated 
children  is  a very  fatal  disease.  To  place  children  in  the  position 
of  having  to  de'pend  for  protection  upon  vaccination  carried  out 
after  they  have  been  exposed  to  infection,  is  to  put  what  may 
})rove  to  be  a fatal  handicap  on  manv  young  lives.

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Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

In  May  last,  larger  ])remises  were  secured  as  a temporary 
measure  in  the  Wedgwood  Assembly  Rooms,  Heath  Street. 

During  the  year  the  Centre  at  12,  Cobden  Street,  was  opened 
on  Monday  afternoons,  from  2.30  to  5.0  p in.,  and  tlie  Centre  at  the 
Wedgwood  Assembly  Rooms,  on  Thursday  afternoons,  from  2.30 
till  5 p.m. 

The  attendances  at  the  two  Centres  were  2,127  made  by  505 
mothers  and  infants. 

Distribution  of  Dried  Milk. 

During  the  year  3,648  pounds  of  ‘‘Glaxo”  Dried  Milk  were 
distributed. 

Fresh  Milk. 

The  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1918  came  into 
force  in  December.  Under  this  Act  24  families  received  524  pints 
of  milk  free  and  5 families  received  11  pints  of  milk  at  half  cost 
according  to  the  scale  adopted  by  the  committee. 

Ante-natal  Work. 

Visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  34  Expectant  Motliers 
by  the  Health  Visitors  and  advice  given. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act. 

During  the  year  in  exercising  the  powers  conferred  under  the 
Act,  a Statutory  Committee  was  formed  with  5 co-opted  members 
and  immediate  consideration  given  to  the  necessary  extensions  to 
the  Maternity  and  Child  \\Tlfare  work  in  the  town. 

The  following  Special  Re})ort  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  made  the  basis  for  these  extensions. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  passed  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  sub-committee,  I beg  to  submit  the  scheme  for  the 
ellicieut  working  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act,  1918,  in 
the  Borough. 
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Sincr  the  first  report  on  the  Subject  dated  July  6th,  191S, 
was  ])resentecl  for  vour  consideration  ttie  above  named  Act  i)ecanie 
law  and  <‘i  valua}>le  meinoraiKlum  dealing  tlienovith  has  been 
issued  by  tlie  Local  Government  Board  and  circulated  to  each 
Member  of  the  Health  ('ommittee. 

The  Act  gives  the  Local  .Authority  extended  powers  for 
attending  to  the  health  of  expectant  mothers  and  nursing  mothers 
and  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  who  are  not  at  school. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  premises  the 
Report  dated  March  10th,  has  had  to  be  modified  as  shewn  below. 

Sir  Joseph  Davies,  M.P.,  the  Donor  of  the  £500  has  intimated 
that  while  he  very  much  likes  the  proposals  in  the  report  dated 
July  6th,  he  is  quite  agreeable  for  the  Committee  to  use  the 
money  for  the  extension  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  -work  in 
the  town  in  the  manner  tuey  think  most  advisable. 

To  adequately  meet  the  growing  needs  of  welfare  work  the 
extensions  should  be  upon  the  following  lines  : — 

1.  To  appoint  a MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

COMMITTEE  under  the  Act  of  1918,  Section  2 (2). 

On  such  committee  two  thirds  of  the  ni'  mbers  must  be 

members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  co-operated  members 

at  least  two  must  l)e  women. 

2.  Additional  Accommodation. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  previous  reports  larger  premises 
are  essential. 

A.  For  Main  Centrt'. 

In  selecting  the  house  or  houses  the  following  points 
require  to  be  considered  : — 

1.  Central  position. 

Lai-ge  garden  where*  children  ('an  be  brought  and

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4.  The  premises  should  be  large  enough  to  provide 

U)  rooms  for  Centre  purposes  with  additional 
rooms  (kitchen,  sitting  room  and  bedroom)  for 
caretaker. 

5.  Sufficient  accommodation  and  arrangement  of  the 

premises  to  permit  of  future  developments,  l)ot]i 
as  Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinic. 


Through  the  kind  interest  and  help  of  His  Worship  the 
Mayor,  I have  received  an  offer  from  the  L.  & N.  W.  Rly.  Coy., 
through  the  Council  of  the  xMechanics  Institute  placing  at  the 
disposal  of  this  committee  certain  accommodation  in  the  Old 
Railway  Hospital,  Liverpool  Street,  for  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre.  This  offer  is  conditional  on  the  Higher 
Education  Committee  of  the  County  Council  providing  accommo- 
dation in  the  Technical  School  for  the  Locomotive  Class  which  is 
held  in  one  of  the  rooms.  The-  Director  of  Education  informs  me 
that  this  condition  can  be  'complied  with  I pv  the  Higher  Plducation 
Committee. 


The  accommodation  available  includes  : — 

1.  Large  room  for  Welfare  Centre  and  lecture  room. 

2.  Consulting  room  for  Ante-iiatal  Clinic. 

3.  Dressing  room. 

4.  Dental  operating  room. 

5.  Dental  recovery  room  and  weighing  room. 

6.  Dental  lavatory. 

This  portion  of  the  building  is  offered  to  the  Corporation  at  a 
rental  of  £60  per  annum  to  include  all  rates,  cost  of  cleaning,  etc. 

Some  alterations  will  be  carried  out  by  the  Company  free  of 
charge  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Corporation  to  put  electric 
light  and  the  dental  fixtures.

3.  Provision  of  Medical  Advice. 

A Doctor  to  attend  each  Centre  weekly  and  advise  mothers 
on  the  hygienic  care  of  theii’  babies  and  infant  feeding,  advise 
ex])ectant  mothers  on  their  own  care  and  ins])ect  children  under 
school  age  (2  to  5 years)  and  advdse  parents  on  care. 

.After  consultation  with  the  Local  Aledical  profession,  wiien  the  ' 
need  for  the  home  nursing  of  patients  as  well  as  the  work  of  a 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  considered  the  following 
resolutions  wa^re  ])assed  by  them  and  forwarded  to  the  committee  : — 

1.  “ The  Committee  a})proves  of  the  work  of  the  Child 

‘‘  Wddfare  and  Maternit}^  (Tntre  and  recommends  that  the 
“ Medical  O dicer  of  the  (Tntre  for  the  first  G months  shall 
“ be  the  Aledical  Oflicer  of  Health  for  the  Borough,  Dr. 

“ Me  Master. 

‘2.  “ The  committee  resolvc'd  that  the  minimum  fee  for 

“ attendance  at  the  Centre  should  be  one  guinea  per  hour.’’ 


4.  Dental  Treatment. 


The  provision  of  dental  advice  and  treatment  for  mothers  and 
children  betwt'en  2 and  5 years  of  age  who  are  not  at  school  should 
form  a valuable  prevt‘ntiv('  seciion  at  the  CAmtre.  1 advise  the 
Committee  toa])point  Mr.  Lai-sonage,  the  School  Dentist,  as  Dentiil 
Surgeon  to  tln^  Centr('  to  give  one  half  day  a week  to  the  work  at 
a fee  of  one  and  a lialf  guineas  ])er  half  <lay. 


To  centralize  the  Dental  work,  it  is  im])ortant  to  confer  with 
the  Education  Committee  so  that  tie'  present  equipment  nnyy  be 
transferred  to  the  .\ew  Piaanises,  .and  the  School  Dental  Cflinic  and 
.Maternity  Dental  ('linic  have  the  use  of  the  same  a])paratus. 
Additional  Dental  furnituia'  will  lx*  reapiired  for  adult  us(*,  also 
an:esthetic  appaiaitiis.  The  Mcalical  Oflicer  to  the  Centre  to  be 
present  and  administer  any  general  ana'sHudics  that  are  recjuired. 
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.Details  of  the  Dental  treatment  on  the  lines  recommended  will 
be  preparc'd  l)y  the  Dental  Surgeon  for  the  information  of  the 
Committee  when  the  equipment  of  the  Centre  comes  up  for  con- 
sideration. The  services  of  the  School  Dental  Clinic  Nurse  will  be 
available  for  this  work  as  the  Dentist  requires  them. 

5.  Voluntary  Workers  at  the  Centre. 

Of  the  lady  members  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub- 
Committee  one  should  be  appointed  to  act  as  Lady  President  of  the 
Main  Centre,  and  one  as  Lady  President  of  the  Branch  Centre, 
while  eight  other  ladies  should  be  asked  to  co-operate  in  the  work 
at  the  Centres,  four  for  each,  and  assist  the  Medical  Officer  and 
Lady  Health  Visitors  to  carry  out  the  scheme.  In  the  adminis- 
trative details  of  the  Centres  the  Voluntary  \Vorkers  will  act  under 
the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  organizing  the 
work  as  laid  down  by  the  Town  Council. 

6.  Home  Nursing. 

For  some  years  the  l^ocal  Government  Board  have  been  urging 
the  Council  to  make  provision  for  the  home  nursing  of  children 
suffering  from  Measles.  Whoo])ing  Cough,  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  To  these  diseases  must  now  be  added 
Pneumonia  which  became  notifiable  on  the  1st  March. 


This  is  an  important  branch  of  infant  welfare  and  the  need 
for  more  home  nursing  was  emphasized  by  the  Doctors  when  I 
discussed  the  medical  arrangements  of  the  Centres  with  them. 
Through  the  kindness  and  practical  interest  of  His  Worship  the 
Mayor  and  the  Lady  Mayoress,  I am  in  the  happy  position  of 
being  able  to  tell  the  Committee  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Webl) 
Nursing  Institute  will  place  tlie  sei'vices  of  a fully  trained  Nurse  at 
their  disposal  vvdth  additional  assistance  in  ejvidemic  times. 


This  home  nursing  service  can  be  further  extended  as  occasion 
arises  through  the  V.A.D.  workers  wdio  have  ])roved  such  helps 
during  the  Influenza  Epidemic. 


7.  Provision  of  Hospital  Beds. 

The  Health  ('ommittee  have  ah'eady  made  provision  for  the 
hospital  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
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To  have  available  some  beds  for  the  treatment  of  non-iiifectious 
eases — l)otb  mothers  and  ebildren — 1 advise  the  Committee  to 
aj»})roaeb  the  Covernors  of  the  Cottage  Hospital  and  suggest  that 
in  any  extension  of  the  Cottage  Hospital  as  a War  Memorial,  a 
small  ward  to  accommodate  d or  G beds  he  provided.  To  these  beds, 
cases  from  the  Welfan^  Centre  would  he  admitted  and  the  cost  of 
mainttmance  undertakcai  by  the  Cor[)oration.  Half  the  (tost  of  any 
such  maintenancte  will  b(^  defrayed  by  Government  Grant. 

Since  making  this  recommendation  in  Mai’ch  last,  1 have 
rec('ived  an  ollk'r  from  His  Worship  the  Mayor  placing  part  (3f  the 
W('l)b  Orphanage  at  the  disposal  of  the  Council  on  terms  to  be 
arranged,  for  use  as  a Maternity  Home.  This  offer  will  enable  the 
Council  to  ]>rovide  a Maternity  Home  in  the  near  future  and  to  use 
the  beds  suggested  at  the  ('ottage  Hospital  for  children  only. 

8.  Provision  of  Milk,  Virol,  Teas. 

The  Authority  should  ])rovide  milk  or  other  nourishment  in 
cases  where  such  is  requinnl  and  this  should  be  done  through  the 
t'entre.

Special  Report  on  Maternity  Home. 

1.  As  the  Town  Council  are  now  unable  to  obtain  accommoda- 
tion at  the  W'ebb  Orphanage  for  the  Mattwnity  Home  which  was 
described  in  jtaragraph  1 0 of  the  schenn*  submitted  to  the  Ministrv 
of  ILailth  in  August  last,  it  is  now  recommended  that  other  premises 
be  obtained. 
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The  Council  have  the  opportunity  of  purchasing  1,  Heathfield 
Avenue,  recently  occupied  by  the  late  Miss  Wright.  The  house  is 
situated  in  a quiet  avenue,  off  the  main  throughfare,  has  a good 
garden  and  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Medical  Officer,  in  every  way 
suitable  for  use  as  a small  Maternity  Home.  The  area  of  the  site 
is  594  sq.  yards  with  a frontage  of  41  feet  6 inches  and  the  price 
£1350. 

2.  The  accommodation  is  : — 

(a)  Ground  floor  : Sitting  rooms  A,  B and  C,  kitchen,  pantry, 

scullery,  washing  cellar  and  coal  cellar,  also  outside 

W.C. 

(b)  First  floor : 4 bedrooms,  D,  E,  F and  G,  bathroom  and 

separate  W.C. 

(c)  Second  floor  : 2 good  attics. 

There  is  electric  light  in  all  the  rooms  ; the  internal  decoration 
is  good  in  most  of  them,  and  with  the  exception  of  a few  minor  repairs, 
the  premises  are  in  excellent  condition. 

3.  For  use  as  a Maternity  Home,  it  is  suggested  that : 

(a)  Rooms  B and  C which  inter-communicate  with  a folding 
door  be  furnished  as  a 4 bedded  ward,  or  used  as  2, 
two  beded  ones.

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(/■)  As  the  iisefuliioss  of  the  Home  l)ecomes  known  and  the 
numher  of  ])atieiits  to  ]»e  dealt  with  increases  exten- 
sion of  the  ward  accommodation  must  he  ])rovided  for. 
d'his  could  best  he  done  by  the  use  of  ground  on  tlie 
east  side  of  the  ])remises,  hut  as  the  owners  are  not 
at  present  willing  to  sell  the  ground,  the  Borough 
Surveyor  has  kindly  pi’epared  a ])lan  to  show  how  the 
accommodation  could  he  increased  up  to  12  beds,  on  the 
grounds  of  the  ])i‘esent  ga]'(len.

to  be  pre})ared  later.  Such  fees  not  to  include  rnedi-

(d)  .Medical  Attendance. 

.Ml  patients  who  apply  for  admission  will  be  asked  to 
make  an-ang(mients  with  their  own  family  doctoi-s 
for  such  attendance  and  to  ])ay  his  fees.  Where 
no  doctor  has  been  (uigaged  by  tin'  patient  and 
medical  assistance  is  required,  the  Matron  to

General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  D strict.

Population. — This  was  estimated  to  be  48,000  but  a re\  ised 
estimate  later  in  the  year  showed  the  ligure  to  be 
46,561.

B.  Overcrowding.

4.  Principal  cases  of  overcrowding  dealt  with  during  the  year 

and  action  taken. — scheme  recommended  to  the 
Council  of  providing  ultimately  750  houses  in  the 
Borough  is  the  only  radical  remedy  for  this 
deficiency. 
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C.  Fitness  of  Houses. 

1.  (a)  Ciononil  standard  of  liousing  in  tin*  district. — All  tlio 

house's  in  the  I^oron^h  are  self-contained  dwellings 
with  separate  yards  for  each  house. 

There  are  no  teneme'nt  houses. 

Back  to  hack  house's. — There  are  59  of  these  in  the 
Borough.  'J'liev  are  in  blocks  eel'  four  and  each 
he)use'  has  a separate  garelen  and  cross  ventilation 
in  some)  of  the  rooms.  They  represent  the  best 
type  of  back  to  back  house. 

Ce'llar  dwedlings — There  are  none  in  the  Borough. 

{!))  General  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  in  unfit 
houses. — General  rey)airs,  cleansing  and  alteration 
to  sanitary  conservancy  conveniences  are  the  chief 
defects  known  to  exist. 

‘2,  Action  taken  as  r('gards  unlit  houses  under— 

{(i)  The  Public  Health  Acts — Where  defects  can  l)e 
remedied  under  these  Acts  the  same  is  done. 

(b)  The  Housing  Acts. — Notices  under  Section  17  of  tlie 
Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909,  are  issued 
as  reepuired. 

3.  Dilliculties  in  remedying  unfitness,  s])ecial  measures  taken, 

and  any  suggestions  in  the  matter  : — Certain  houses 
in  the  town  are  known  to  he  in  such  a condition 
that  they  should  be  closed,  hut  as  in  the  meantime 
there  is  no  available  alternative  accommodation 
for  th('  tenants  to  occupy,  it  is  impracticable  to 
ado})t  this  attitude.  When  accommodation  is 
available  closing  orders  will  he  recommended  for 
these  houses.

To  pi‘ovid(*  I'oi-  tlie  natural  increase  in  the  pO})ulation  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  a new  industry  is  about  to  come  to  the  out- 
skirts of  the  town  which  will  em[)loy  about  l,tH)0  workers,  the 
committee  may  desire  to  inci'ease  tlu'  number  of  hous(‘S. 

d'he  averag('  annual  number  of  .Marriages  in  the  last  It)  years 
was  shown  in  the  [previous  Report  to  be  292,  and  the  average 
percentage  of  empty  houst's  in  tlu*  same  period  only  2. 

If  the  Cmnmittec'  wish  to  make  provision  for  the  needs  of  the 
town  under  the  State-aided  scheme  8 years  hence,  then  1 advise 
that  another  250  houses  will  be  adequate.

1 beg  to  submit  a Report  on  th(*  above  Act  and  Order  and  the 
manual  on  untit  houses  and  unhealthy  areas  issued  by  the 
Minittlrv  of  Health. 

d'his  re])ort  luis  been  delayed  owing  to  the  long  interval  that 
has  elaps('d  between  the  issuing  of  the  Act,  the  Order  and  the 
Manual. 

1.  Housing  Acts  and  Orders. 

d'he  greater  poi'tion  (jf  the  Act  deals  with  the  provision  of  new 
liouses  un(h‘r  the  State-aided  scheme  and  concerns  the  Housing 
Uommittee  of  the  Council. 
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Certain  sections  deal  witli  unhealthy  areas  and  unfit  houses 
and  "ive  the  Healtl]  Committee  greater  powers  over  these  matters 
than  the  Housing  Acts  from  1890  to  1909.  Section  ‘d8  of  tiie  new 
Act  gives  Local  Authorities  extended  powers  to  ensure  that  all 
houses,  occupied  by  persons  of  the  working  classes  as  defined  in 
the  principle  Act,  are  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Under  Section  15  of  the  Act  of  1909  powers  were  given  to 
inforce  attentii^n  to  the  necessary  repairs  required  to  houses  let 
below  certain  rentals  after  the  passing  of  that  Act.  The  ne’vv 
powers  under  Section  28  of  the  Act  of  1919,  apply  however,  to  any 
working  class  dwelling  regardless  of  the  rent  or  date  on  which 
it  was  let. 


On  pages  4 and  5 of  the  Housing  Acts  (Form  of  Orders) 
Order,  1919,  a copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  will  be  found  as  a 
footnote  the  exact  wording  of  the  first  four  sub-sections  of  Section 
28.  Sub-section  6 reads  : — 
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In  this  Section  ‘‘owner”  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  in 
the  Public  Health  Act  1875,”  and  sub-section  6 reads  : — 
“This  Section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  Part  II 
of  the  principal  Act.” 


Form  2 on  page  4 of  the  same  Order  lays  down  the  procedure 
to  be  followed  where  defects  in  houses  can  be  remedied  without 
recourse  to  a closing  order ; but  the  owner  may  himself  close  the 
house  after  notice,  on  form  3,  if  he  considers  that  reconstruction  is 
necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Authority. 
Upon  an  owner  failing  to  remedy  the  defects  complained  of  and  to 
give  notice  to  close  the  house,  or  having  appealed  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  lost  the  appeal,  then  the  Local  Authority  has  power 
to  do  the  work  stipulated  and  recover  the  cost.  The  remaining 
procedure  defined  in  the  Order  becomes  applicable  only  when 
closing  orders  and  demolition  orders  are  required. 

One  other  alteration  from  former  administrative  methods  will 
be  that  it  will  not  be  necessai'y  to  serve  a closing  order  or 
demolition  order  itself  u])on  an  owner,  A form  of  notice  which 
includes  a copy  relative  to  closing  or  demolition  order  is  ])rescribed.

store  for  food. 

Houses  d(‘li(dent  in  any  of  the  above  res]:iects  are  considered 
below  the  minimum  standard  of  titness.

4'h(5  ('ommittee  will  i-eadily  s(  e that  systematic  attention  to 
detail  is  an  es.'^ential  re(piir(‘ment  to  inspection  under  the  Housing 
Act  and  that  it  will  only  Ix'  ])ossihle  to  alfect  improvements  when 
))roperty  owners  eo-o})erat{'  with  the  authority  in  tlie  smooth 
working  of  tlu.  re(iuii’ements. 

3.  General  Policy. 

As  a gem'i’al  rule  it  will  he  advisable  before  issuing  any 
formal  .-'tatulory  notice,  to  giv(‘  the  owner  of  the  property  an 
informal  indication  of  any  r(‘])airs  or  alterations  which  are 
considered  to  lx*  necessary  aft(‘r  the  premises  have  been  inspected, 
and  naturally  where  tin*  works  re(]uired  ai’e  of  an  (‘xtensive  nature 
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it  will  only  be  reasonaljb^  to  yive  a,  fair  length  of  time  for  the  work 
to  l>e  eai-ried  out.  This  has  always  l)een  llie  ].)olicy  of  your 
Health  l)ej)artment  and  its  continuation  is  reconi mended. 

Owners  of  propcady  may  be  helped  not  only  by  informing 
them  what  work  is  needed,  but  also  in  suitable  cases,  lending  them 
money  for  carrying  out  the  necessary  work  (Section  22,  1919  Act). 
It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  this  section  allows  of  the  loan 
of  money  only  when  the  wau’k  requii’ed  is  reconstruction,  enlarge- 
ment, 01'  other  actual  structural  alterations.  It  does  not  authorise 
the  loan  of  money  for  ordinary  maintenance  repairs. 

After  an  owner  received  notice  to  carry  out  repairs  he  can 
avail  liimself  of  the  alternative  to  close  only,  if  the  house  is 
not  capable  ivithoai  re(rnistrurtio'n,  of  being  rendered  fit  for  human 
habitation. 

The  (ihief  difficulty  which  your  officials  are  faced  with  at 
present  is  that  in  those  instances  where  we  already  know  that 
houses  require  extensive  repairs  which  can  only  be  carried  out 
when  a closing  order  lias  been  made,  there  is  no  alternative 
acc(»mmodation  foi’  the  tenants  to  occup}^  It  is  therefore  not 
practicable  to  deal  with  the  houses  which  most  require  inspection 
at  present  until  some  alternative  accommodation  is  available. 

4.  Recommendations. 

1.  That  the  inspection  of  the  1,360  houses  already  scheduled 

as  due  for  inspection  be  commenced  forthwitli  on  a systematic 
basis.  A few  of  the  houses  to  be  inspected  and  reported  on  together 
to  the  (Committee,  after  which  informal  notices  will  be  sent  to  the 
owners  before  any  statutory  notices  are  issued.  ^ 

2.  That  the  inspection  of  houses  which  are  likely  to  recjuire 
a closing  order,  remain  in  abeyance  until  alternative  accommodation 
is  available. 

3.  That  the  sanitary  improvement  of  property  by  the  con- 
version of  the  conservancy  conveniences  to  water  carriage  be  under- 
taken as  one  of  the  measures  necessary  to  raise  the  standard  of 
fitness  (')f  houses  in  the  town, 
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4.  That  at  such  times  as  it  is  found  necessary  to  consider 
whether  the  Local  Aiitliority  will  carry  out  repairs  to  property, 
where  the  ownei-  fails  to  do  so,  that  the  Borouirh  Surveyor  he  asked 
to  report  as  to  the  best  method  of  exercising  the  powers  available.

Latrines. 

Ropaii's  and  (jv('rhauling  are  repuiri'd  in  a number  of  the 
schools  to  the  latrines — both  building  and  apparatus,  while  at 
Hroad  Sti'eet  Hoys  School  the  pail  closets  should  he  aholislual. 
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Repairs. 

To  floors,  windows,  and  overhauling  of  gas  supply  and  of 
heating  arrangements  ai-e  also  necessary  in  some  of  the  schools. 

I strongly  urge  the  Committee  that  your  Borough  Surveyor  l)e

Methods  of  Treatment  Adopted. 

THE  POLLOWING-UP  OP  CHILDREN  WHO  REQUIRE 

TREATMENT. 


By  the  School  Nurse. 

(1)  The  work  done  by  the  School  Nurse  in  raising  the 
standard  of  personal  hygiene  has  been  continued  as  in  former 
years,  and  the  results  show  an  improvement. 

(2)  The  following-up  of  children  who  require  medical  treat- 
ment. 

In  the  schools  visited  in  1919,  135  were  due  for  re-inspection  ; 
of  these,  48  had  left  school,  19  were  absent,  and  the  remaining  68 
were  re-examined.  These  135  children  suffered  from  141  defects, 
and  it  was  found  that  95  children  (70-3%)  had  been  treated  for 
101  defects.

Inspection  Clinic. 

During  the  year  625  children  made  1104  attendances  at  the 
inspection  clinic.  102  of  the  children  were  seen  by  the  Medical 
Officer,  and  of  these  58  were  excluded  from  S(*Iiool.  The  more 
important  diseases  affecting  these  children  were  Ringworm,  25 
cases.

Under  the  scheme  which  this  authority  require  to  sulunit  to 
the  Board  of  Education  und(^r  the  Education  Act  of  1918,  there  are 
many  (|uestions  connected  with  the  School  Medical  Service  which 
require  your  careful  cousid(u-ation. 

1.  Medical  Inspection  and  treatment  of  children  educated  in 
ublie  elementary  schools. 

Uro])osals  as  to  how  you  will  deal  from  the  1st  A]U’il,  19‘20, 
with  the  following  points  must  leceive  attention  ; — 


(a)  Inspection  of  Childen. 

In  addition  to  the  ])resent  scheme  of  inspecting  children 
who  tmter  school  and  leave  school  an  intermediah^ 
age  group  must  be  [provided  for  aaid  I recommend 
that  medical  inspections  foi'  the  future  be  carried 
out  in  each  school  each  year  of  all  children  between 
b and  b ; -S  and  9 ; and  12  and  Id  years  of  age.

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(6‘)  It  is  necessary  for  the  authority  to  provide  treatment  for

5.  Remedial  exercises  for  ])hysically  defective  children. 

(d)  1 revision  for  dealing  with  uncleanliness,  with  which  I 

advise  contagious  diseases  such  as  scabies  should  be 
included. 

Facilities  for  the  treatment  mentioned  above  will  all  be  new 
work  with  the  exception  of  the  treatment  of  defective  teeth. 

2.  New  medical  arrangements  must  further  be  made  for  the 
supervision  of  employed  children  under  Section  15  of  the  Act. 

8.  Medical  investigations  as  to  suh-normal  (dull  or  backward 
children)  or  abnormal  (stammering,  short-sighted,  Ac.,)  children. 

4.  Under  special  schools,  in  addition  to  the  airangements 
which  the  committee  already  have  in  force  for  institutional  treat- 
ment, the  provision  of  open-air  classrooms  in  new  schools  in  the 
Borough  winch  I have  already  recommended,  will  require  your 
careful  attention. 

5.  Organization  of  Social  and  Pliysical  Training. 

The  provision  of  School  Swirnming  Baths  for  the  future 
should,  I consider,  be  contemplated  in  association  with  the  scheme 
of  remedial  exercises. 

The  above  is  a very  brief  and  condensed  outline  of  the  new 
work  for  which  the  authority  must  make  provision  and  it  becomes 
evident  at  once  that  (1)  an  increase  of  both  medical  and  nursing 
staff  will  be  essential  to  carry  out  the  re<|uirements  that  are  ])laced 
upon  the  Authority;  (2)  the  neccrssarv  accommodation  for: — 

(a)  An  Inspection  Clinic  ; 

(h)  A Treatment  Clinic  and 

(c)  Office  accommodation,  must  betaken  into  account. 
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I roconimend  the  Committee  that  in  the  linaiicia]  year 
commencing:  Api’il  1st,  lO'JO,  it  will  l»e  nt'cessary  to  a]>point  an  Assis- 
tant Medical  Odicer;  als<')  a second  iScliool  Nurse.  I shall  therefore 
he  o'lad  of  the  Committe('’s  instiaictions  to  pi‘e])ai-e  a s<dieme  based 
upon  this  increased  stall.  W’hen  the  (pu^stion  (f  staff  has  been 
decided  1 shall  then  he  in  a position  to  advise  the  Comitnttee  as  to 
the  detailed  schenu'  which  they  rcMpiire. 

Report  B. 

In  last  month’s  Preliminary  Report  on  this  subject  ])roposals 
as  to  the  Medical  inspection  and  followinir  up  of  defective  children 
were  submitted  and  it  is  now  necc^ssary  to  discuss  th('  following 
details  ; — 

A.  Organization. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  the  Plducation  Authority  should 
consider  the  ade( prate  co-ordination  of  the  School  medical  work, 
the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  ('hild  Welfare'  Committee  and 
the  Health  Committe^e  and  1 ir'cornmend  that  a new  Suh-Com- 
mittee  be  constituted  as  the  “Medical  Ins])ection  Sub-Committee.” 

If  the  Members  of  the  Education  Committee  who  are  Members 
of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  (6  in  number) 
together  with  d others  nominatc'd  by  Education  Committee,  be 
appointed  as  the  Medical  Inspection  Suh-C'ommittec'.  then  the 
desired  co-ordination  can  l)e  secured. 


B.  Proposals  for  Treatment. 

(a)  In  the  School  Clinic  facilities  will  he  re(prired  to  treat 
the  following  detects  : — 


1.  I)cfe(‘tive  Eyesight. 

The  exaTuination  of  children  with  def(!ctiv('  ('y(^'^ight  as  to 
tilt'  ('rrors  in  refraction  will  Ix'  eai'ric'd  out  and 
pr(  seri])tions  for  the  i‘e(piisite  glasses  given. 


Cases  of  squint  which  call  for  operative  treatment  will  he 
sent  to  an  Eye  Hospital  wIk'u  ai’rangemcnts  hav  • 
been  made  with  such  an  Institution  in  another  town 
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Where  parents  apply  for  assistance  in  obtaining  spectacles, 
the  same  will  be  given  under  a scale  to  be  fixed  at  a 
later  date. 

(2)  Dental  Clinic. 

The  Dental  Clinic  work  will  be  organized  as  at  present 
with  such  extensions  as  may  be  found  to  be  essential 
in  the  future. 

(3)  Minor  Ailments. 

Treatment  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Clinic  for  the 
following  conditions  : — 

Skin  diseases,  other  than  Ringworm  and  Scabies, 
P3xternal  Eye  Diseases,  Discharging  Ears,  Septic 
Sores,  Abcesses. 

(/>)  Facilities  for  treatment  elsewhere  than  at  Clinic. 

(1)  X-  ray  treatment  for  Ringworm. 

Until  such  times  as  there  is  an  X-ray  apparatus 
available  in  the  Borough,  children  suffering  from 
this  disease  to  be  sent  to  a Hospital  elsewheie  for 
treatment. 

As  a rule  one  to  three  visits  and  treatment  are  sufficient 
to  cure  the  condition  and  the  child  is  free  from 
infection  and  ready  to  return  to  school  within  four 
weeks  as  compared  with  seven  or  more  months  under 
other  methods.  Details  as  to  where  this  ari'angement 
can  be  made  and  the  Skin  Specialist  who  will 
undertake  the  treatment  and  cost  have  yet  to  be 
ascertained. 

(2)  Operative  treatment  foi’  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

Tn  those  cases  where  ])arents,  as  at  present,  make 
arrangements  for  the  treatment  by  their  family 
doctors,  no  alteration  to  he  made ; where  this  is  not 
done,  arrangements  to  l)e  made  with  the  Cottage 
Hospital  Committee  and  such  fees  ]mid  to  the 
doctor  who  operates  and  to  the  Committee  as  will  Ix' 
agreed  upon. 
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(3)  Remedial  Exercises  (Hass,  Massage  for  cases  of  Deformity, 
l^aralvsis  and  (‘xercises  for  Mouth  Hn'athers. 

This  class  to  hv  (*,onducted  hv  Ihc'  Instructor  of  Rliysical 
Ti’aining  and  when  a Massiu'se  is  required  the  part 
time  services  ('f  such  a lady  to  be  obtained.  As 
indicated  in  the  preliminary  re])ort  accommodation 
for  this  class  should  he  ])rovid('d  ultima t('ly  at  the 
School  Swimming  Baths  and  at  the  School  Clinic  in 
the  interval. 

(4)  Provisions  for  dealing  with  T'ncleanliness. 

Where  home  sujx'rvision  does  not  remedy  this  condition 
when  due  to  vermiip  a cleansing  station  should  he 
])rovided.  This  can  b('st  l)e  done  by  erecting  an 
army  hut  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  grounds,  so 
that  tht'  steam  disinfector  will  he  at  hand,  for  the 
necessary  disinfection  of  clothing  while  treatment  is 
being  given. 

4'reatment  of  Scabies  can  f^e  given  at  the  same  Centre 
when  the  accommodation  isadai)ted  for  the  purpose.
